A daily production of a ton of fertilizer in the form of nitrates and 
phosphates, a possibility of hepatitis infection and a menace to Altona’s 
bathing beach — these will be the fruits if treated sewerage effluent is 
discharged in Altona Bay.

The outlet pipe will bring 
the effluent to a fixed dis- 
posal point 1,350 ft. from 
‘Altona beach. There are dif- 
ferent opinions as to its 
lcter diffusion. The Board} 
of Works advisers believe 
thot prevailing currents will 
take the effluent further 
out into the bay. Any per- 
son familior with the pre- 
vailing currents in Altona 
bay, knows that the drift is 
from the west, back to Al- 
tona. An inspection of the 
build up of sand will verity 
this. 


The other view is that the 
fresh water effluent will to 
some extent float on the 
-heavier sea water and. there 
be subject to dispersal, ac- 
cording to prevailing winds 
and waves. 


In 1964 the Altona Coun- 
cil, acting in good faith, ac- 
cepted a Board of Works 
plan to expedite Altona’s 
sewerage with effluent dis- 
posal in the bay. Since that 
time, knowledge of the dan- 
gers of effluent has grown. 
Commencing with questions 
by Cr. W. L. J. Crofts, coun- 
cil opposition to the efflu- 
ent became increasingly ap- 
parent and support was of- 
‘fered to the opponents of 
the Carrum scheme. 


Before the plan was can- 
celled, newly elected Crs. 
Grant and Lynch of Altona 
Council had objected to the 
scheme in deputations to 
the M.M.B.W. and followed 
this with objections to the 
Altona plan to the Minister 
of Local Government. Se- 
veral other deputation have 
been held. The present po- 
sition is that the Minister 
has called for a further re- 
port from the Board of 
Works. : 


_!t can be stated that the 
discharge of effluent into 
the bay is not an integral 
part of the local sewerage 
sdheme.

Characteristics of the! 
proposed effluent from the 
South Eastern Scheme have 
been published in an Inte- 
rim Report by the MMBW. 
This gave an imposing list 
of solids contained. Two 
most substantail items were: 

Nitrates 30 parts per mil- 
lion, 


Phosphates 20 parts per 
million. . 


The Carrum purification 
scheme as proposed, was of 
the activated sludge type. 
For . Altona, however, the 
trickle filter plan was to be 
provided. Also, the Carrum 
scheme is alleged to be the 
most up to date scheme 
known. By inference the At- 
tona plant is therefore a 
“second class plant’ and 
may contain even greater 
quantities of nitrates and 
phosphates,’ and could fur- 
ther aggravate the growth 
of seaweed around Altona. 


It is considered that this 
method wilt definitely not 
give a greater standard of 
purification. It is quite pos- 
sible that the solids con- 
tent will be higher, but ac- 
cepting that nitrates and 
phosphates remain as in the 
Carrum analysis — then on 
the Altona effluent — of 
4,500,000 galls. per day, 
1,350 Ibs. of nitrates and 


900 Ibs. of phasphates, 
both nutrients “par excel- 
lence’ will be deposited 


daily. 

There are other aspects 
of the effluent.as hepatitis 
and health hazards, which 
will be discussed in different 
contexts. 


‘It is said that in strongly 
opposing bay sewerage ef- 
fluent, the council is vir- 
tually ignoring a major 
source of pollution in sul- 
lage from two main drains. 

Cr. D. K. Grant has 
quoted that sullage deposits 
daily some 70 Ibs. nitrates 
and 105 Ibs. of phosphates. 
These figures are substantial 
and have been supplied 
from a report to Altona 
Council by .the Consultant, 
Mr. C. D. Parker. It can be 
conjectured as to how far 
they have contributed to the 
seaweed growth in the past. 
However, 
in their perspective when 
compared with that from the 
sewerage effluent —-- some 
13 times greater. The 
greater growth of seaweed 
would not even be conjec- 
turgl.

For two reasons this re- 
ply is not completely satis- 
fying. 

}. A deposit of effluent 
in secluded areas away 
from country towns is far 
different from a.deposit in 
the bathing waters of a city. 
These bathing waters are 
serving most of the people 
of the Western Suburbs at 
some time or other during 
the summer period. : 

2. There has been criti- 
cism and even outcry on 
effluent from various coun- 
try areas. The effluent from 
the Bacchus Marsh plant is 
causing concern down- 
stream. 

At one stage the Sale 
Council threatened to take 
out a writ for damages 
against the Minister of 
Health because of pollution 
of the town water supply. 
Remedial action only pre- 
vented this step. 

The effluent in Plenty Ri- 
ver at Janefield has been 
stated as a source of hepa- 
titis. 

HEALTH REGULATIONS 

Health regulations pro- 
vide that sewerage or septic 
tonk effluent must not be 
i deposited in the vicinity of 
1a bathing beach or shellfish 
area, -

The Health Department's 
attitude appears to be a 
; “not proven’ basis. A let- 
| ter to Mr. Young of Foots- 
cray stated: 

“Until such time as the 

hepatitis virus is cultivated 
in the laboratory it is un- 
| likely that any tests will de- 
termine whether any parti- 
cular sample of treated se- 
‘werage effluent is free from 
organisms, short of human 
volunteer’ feeding experi- 
,ments’’. 
A major factor in the so- 
_ lution of water pollution is 
chlorination. But it has its 
limitations. Among them 
“the inability to destroy cer- 
_ tain intestinal —_iffitants 
either derived from sewage 
| or industrial wastes or pro- 
duced by chemical action 
, from them”. (Evidence be- 
} fore Sewage Committee). 

The ‘fact that the virus 
of hepatitis survives, makes 
the search for a more ef- 
fective remedy a matter of 
urgency.

MARINE LIFE 

Additionally, what of the 
effects on Marine Life? 
Chicrine, {even 1 part per 
million} and Nitrogen in 
certain forms, can -have a 
deleterious effect on fish 
life. Altona bay is at times 
a source of fish, and 
flounder spearing may not 
be possible after the dis- 
charge of treated séwerage 
effluent into it. 


ECONOMICS 
Where the health of a 
community is at stake, cost, 
should not be a considera- 
tion. 


This was conclusively de- 
monstrated when the State! 
Government abandoned the! 
Carrum scheme and substi- 
tuted an alternative, which 
will cost an extra $37 mil- 
lion dollars. (The Altona; 
plan to pump the effluent) 
in to Werribee for a period 
of years until Werribee’s en- 
largement), a pumping sta- 
tion for this purpose of 
pumping to Werribee from 
Altona will cost a sum of 
$400,000 according to o 
M.M.B.W. estimate. 

CONCLUSION 

1. That the effluent can 
be a menace to health — 
including the possibility of 
hepatitis infection. 

2. That deposit of nutri- 
ents will build up growth of 
seaweed. 

3. That the expense of 
pumping the effluent to 
Werribee is justified. 

_4, The Altona Council is 
correct in its attitude of 
pumping this treated efflu- 
ent to Werribee, since by 
doing this, pollution within 
Altona waters would be re- 
moved and confined only to 
Werribee, leaving Altona 
bay free for use by people 
of the Western Suburbs,
